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C loisters aud G roves o f th e F am ou s 


F ran ciscan M onastery.

T hat is a sweet old tale the books tell 
about the origin of V alotnbrosa. 
It is 
both sweet and largely true. 
A m an of 
arm s, about to take life in revenge for the 
m urder of his own brother, suddenly filled 
with divine compassion for his enem y, for­ 
gave him . 
This m an, G iovanni G uaiberto 
to com m em orate his salvation 
from a 
dam ning deed, built the m onastery of Va- 
lombrosa, nearly 900 years ago. 
M ilton, 
in the three lines, 
"T hick as autum nal leaves th at strew the 
brooks 
In Vaiombrosa, where th ’ E trurian ‘hades 
H igh overarch’d em bower—’’ 
M ade Y alom brosa endlessly live in the 
m inds of m en. 
If to the m onastery s sup­ 
pression had been added Its-, m aterial de­ 
struction, it would stilf forever arise against 
its em erald m ountain-side, as m illions, 
reading M ilton’s worde, see the vision he 
saw in his sw ift longing to again d well 
w ith his m onks and yearn as he yearned 
to know the cool depths of its’ restful 
shade. 
• A bout 1,000 feet 
from 
V alom brosa’s 
gates is a fountain of the purest water, 
leaping from an ever-living spring. 
On a 
sum m er’s day in 1008, G iovanni paused at 
this fountain :n search of a herm itage. 
H is fam ily w ts one of the noblest of T us­ 
cany, from the royal race of the Cariovin- 
gians. 
H e was reared to the fortune of 
arm s and received the education of a n o ­ 
blem an of his tim e. 
In his early life his 
career was reckless and fiery. 
One of his 
best-loved friends, V isdom ini, quarreling 
w ith his idolized brother, H ugo, plunged a 
dagger into his heart and killed him . G io­ 
vanni sw ore veDgeance upon V isdom ini, 
pursuing him in vain for years. 
A t last 
one m orning of Good Friday in 1013, when 
on his wuy to Florence accom panied bv 
his body-guard, he suddenly m et his en ­ 
em y in a narrow rock-bordered forest path. 
V isdom ini was at G iovanni’s m ercy. 
The 
avenging brother drew his sword and called 
UDon the m urderer to prepare for instant 
death. 
W ithout attem pting defense he fell 
upoH his knees, aud w ith hands outspread 
in the form of a cross, sued for m ercy. 
T he m ode of prayer touched the heart of 
G iovanni. 
Springing from his steed he 
lifted hi3 enem y to his feet, forgave him , 
and dism issed him w ith his blessing. 
T his m uch is true; act as heroic and God­ 
like as ever im passioned rhym er suDg 
Then perhaps legend comes; if legend, still 
tender, fitting sequel to glorious self-con­ 
quering. Filled w ith holy awe at w hat he 
had him self escaped, Giovanni straightw ay 
sought the neighboring m onastery of San 
M iniato. 
H e prostrated him self "before a 
crucifix in prayer. 
Long aud earnestly he 
gazed upon the figure of Christ above him . 
L o ! the im age bent its head as if with 
blessing at his act of m ercy. 
Thereafter 
follows historic tru th . 
Giovanni related 
the m iracle to the Abbot, abjured his wav- 
ward career, sought to eDter the brothe’r- 
hood, but was for a tim e dissuaded on ac­ 
count of his noble father’s opposition, but 
finally took the religious vows of the O rder 
in April, 1004. 
H is piety soon becam e re­ 
now ned. 
On the death of the A bbot of San M ini­ 
ato in 1008, be was chosen to succeed him , 
but refused the office under a desire to seek 
a still m ore solitary retreat; and it was at 
the fountain near the peak of the Prato- 
m agno m ountain, where he had halted in 
his solitary w anderings. 
N ear the spot, 
w hich wus then cailed Acquabella, he 
found tw o herm its, Paolo aud Guntelm o. 
w ho were living in huts. 
These joined 
him , and there soon was gathered a little 
com m unity of m onks and herm its. 
T heir 
suilerings,‘privations and self-inflicted to r­ 
tures were horrible. 
Robbers and wild 
beasts surrounded them , and both preyed 
upon them savagely. 
T heir hom es were at 
first low huts, w ith a cross planted before 
each, and a central place for "prayer; while 
a rude wooden paling inclosed all. T he 
fam e of th eir sanctity became so great th at 
gifts fiowed in upon them from every hand. 
E m peror Conrad II., the Em press Gisela 
and all the court visited them and left gen­ 
erous presents. Complete ordinances of 
the Benedictines were finally adopted. The 
original herm itage, Erenio," built in 1043, 
was repeatedly enlarged, u n til finally com ­ 
pleted in 164(Jas th estru ctu restsn d s to-day. 
The O rder of Valomb.-osans, 500 years 
after the death of San Giovanni, w hich 
occurred in 1073, after he had attained the 
ripe age of S8 years, had become the rich­ 
est aud most pow erful in Italy ; and this 
one old m onastery held their chief treas­ 
ure. 
F or this O rder Ciam bue painted his 
priceless M adonna; Perugino, his m arvel­ 
ous A ssum ption. 
B ut V alom brosa's dark 
days cam e in w ith the French revolution. 
W hen N apoleon’s council debatid w hether 
th e V alom brossns should be spared, be­ 
cause they kept the wolve3 thinned in the 
m ountains, it was asked, 
“Shall we have m onks or w olves?” 
"W olves,” was the answ er. 
T he m onastery and church were des­ 
poiled of their priceless treasures; the im ­ 
m ense dom ains were seized; and the m onks 
were driven from their cloisters. 
Then, 
w hen Napoleon fell and Tuscany wel­ 
comed back the sw ay o f the A ustrians, the 
m onks were reinstated, but their m atchless 
paintings, wondrous vestm ents, their art 
treasures, and their stores of bocks and 
priceless m anuscripts had been scattered 
forever. 
Victor E m m anuel in I860, at the 
Italian disestablishm ent,com pleted theirex- 
tiaction here. 
T he place is now used asan 
agricultural school, w ith a corps of resi­ 
dent professors; and ju st above the m onas­ 
tery is an observatory, one of the Italian 
signal and w eather "stations of 
to-day. 
Beautifnl as ever is the m atchless environ­ 
m ent. 
No ruthless band can drive from its 
cloisters the form s w hich yonr fancy peo­ 
ples it. San G iovanni and M ilton are still 
here. 
Ya'.ombrosa's bells still call you 
and I from a thousand leagues away, and 
their echoes will never cease their m elo­ 
dies w hile Pratom agno m ountain stands. 
If yon go to Vaiom brosa, walk. 
It is 
only seventeen m iles as the crow flies; per­ 
haps tw enty-tw o by the entrancing way. 
Every m ile of it gives changeful and be­ 
w itching views in that m ost dream ful of 
all garden-spots of Italy, th e valley of the 
A rno. 
Leaving Florence by the P orta alia 
Croce, the way leads along the rig at bank 
of 
the Arno. Scores of 
white 
valleys 
.th re a d it as pearls upon a necklace, and 
here and there are crosses and quaint old 
shrines. 
At Pontassieve, the road diverges 
from the Arno, leading over th e hills; and 
the real ascent of Pratom agno to V silom - 
brosa here begins. 
Pelago is soon reached; 
Pel&go, a crooked little town w ith bad inns 
and sw arm s of beggars, bv a braw ling 
stream ; where of w ild nights, w hen the 
w ind howls over the m ountains, the old 
crones shudder and whisper. "A h, the 
ghos’s of the dead friars have come back 
to chant tbeir litanies 1” 
Then, across 
blossom ing spaces, past terraces of olives 
and grain, w inding around the edges of 
precipices above m isty torrents tum bling 
tow ards the A rno, and often through silent 
arcades of firs w here the sunlight freckles 
th e way like a brown gypsy’s face, a six- 
m ile tram p brings yon to the tinv lum ber- 
ham let of Tosi. F rom Tosi a paved way, 
along w hich stand gigantic crosses, leads 
up, up, u p to the m onastery, 54)00 feet above 
the sea-level. 
In the old days the m onks 
w ent and cam e on hardy little donkeys: 
visitors w -re brought in a carrozza da bu’oi, 
or “ cow-cbariot,” a wicker-basket set on a 
sledge draw n by those w ondrous dove-col­ 
ored oxen of Tuscany: but now the old 
paved path has been transform ed into a 
m odern road, and visitors m ay ride in car­ 
riages 
from 
Florence 
to V alom brosa's 
gates. 
At Tosi I looked up the m ountain and 
saw aw ay to the right and above w here I 
k"ew the m onastery lay, lines of blue 
s-.->uke in feathery pencilings against the 
dark green of the m assed m ountain firs. 
“Those are the carbonari. 
They never 
leave the mountain, save on feast days,” 
said a kindly carrettajo. 
"W hen they come 
to Toei for w ine and oil, they are so black 
and dreadful, our children run and hide. 
But they do not harm.” 
So with a vagar- 


ous im pulse of adventure, I turned aside 
from the paved m ountain way. and, w ith 
the cartm an’s son for a guide, skirted the 
m ountain, com ing in a two hours’ tram p 
through dense forests of beech, chestnut 
and pine, w ith here and there a blackened 
opening where trees 
had already been 
burned, or sunny space, w here sportsm en 
and shepherds snare the m onntaih birds, I 
cam e to a charcoal-burner’s camp, and was 
hospitably received for the night. 
These "carbonari form a distinct class 
am ong the m ountains of Italy. 
T ney 
generally live in the villages, the wife and 
daughters engaging in the vineyards gath­ 
ering olives or chestnuts, and often as 
shepherdesses w ith sm all 
flocks. 
The 
fathers and sons go from one forest to a n ­ 
other as the owners desire charcoal m ade. 
T he landlord secures the felling and cutting 
of th e trees, and the carbonaro eim ply a t­ 
tends to building and firing the pyres and 
wa’ching day and night their sm oldering 
progress. 
In this labor the sons share, aud 
regular watches are taken. 
The logs are 
stood on end in round piles of perhaps 
eighteen feet in diam eter, covered and 
chinked w ith m ossy earth and then fired 
in a central hollow w hich has been filled 
w ith chips of dry tim ber, fir cones, chips 
from the logs and dead leaves and grass. 
Once well ablaze, this flam ing funnel is 
covered w ith moss and earth, and the pile 
is then left to sm older for five or six days. 
W hen reduced to carbone or charcoal, the 
carbonaro delivers it to the owner, packed 
in sacks, two saces com posing a donkey­ 
load, for w hich he receives abort ten cents, 
or about $2 for each burning, yielding forty 
seeks. 
A t this cam p, an unusually large 
one, a score or m ore carbonari were at 
work, and, as the burning was to be for an 
extended period, some six or eight of the 
carbonari had built tem porary huts and 
had rem oved their entire fam ilies to the 
forest. 
T his gave life and picturesqueness to the 
scene, especially at night. 
A 
few iron 
cressets had 
been 
fastened 
to the tree 
trunks, and the crackle and flaring3 of 
cones and knots lent w ierd colorings to 
the m otley groups of w om en w ith dazzling 
teeth aud eyes, and m en grim y and sw arlh 
beyond all description. 
I coaid not re­ 
press the feeling th at I was at m y old 
w anderings w ith m y Gypsy friends again; 
and as the night gathered close its sable 
wing over the m ajestic forest trees above, 
and, one by one som e strange instrum ent 
of m usic was produced from the shadow y 
huts, w hile the m elody and dancing added 
their fascination to the wild, strange scene, 
a thousand recollections of the days w ith 
theR om m any swept back on Pratom agno’s 
darkened heights. 
Deeper still grew this 
feeling as I was show n to a couch of fir 
branches for sleep. 
It cam e cot for hoars; 
for in the gentie soughing of the firs, the 
calls of the w atchers to each other, and 
here and there through the cam p sup­ 
pressed tones of m elody, as those w ho 
watched grouped together aDd reassuringly 
sang low and soft the stornelli of Italy, I 
was w ith m y loved vagabond friends by 
their w itching cam p-fires in m v ow n loved 
land. 
W hen the m orning came, after a break­ 
fast of pan unto, bread fried in olive oil, 
■and m any a kindly " a d d io !” and “ vale!” 
from m y grim y hosts, I found m y own way 
back to Tosi. 
On such a Ju n e m orning as 
that in w hich I journeyed, the songs of 
birds, the Eolian m usic of forest breezes, so 
bewitch one all the way from Tosi that sud­ 
denly and w ithout w arning you are at the 
pnehanting m ountain eerie of V aiom brosa. 
T he spot itself com prises but a few acres 
of level meadow, through w hich runs a 
long avenue of stately trees. 
A t the end of 
this avenue stand th e lichened and gray 
old buildings. 
On one side of the sunny 
opening m iles on m iles of firs rise in ser­ 
ried ranks to the very top of P atro m ag n o ; 
on the other thousands of chestnut trees 
glow in their golden foliage. 
B ehind and 
above, hosts of sturdy beeches clim b the 
m ountain. 
T here are still standing 40,000, 
planted by the busy priors' hands. 
T he 
m onastery itself is a huge quadrangle 
structure, w ith spacious in n er courts. 
The ancient church, com pletely robbed 
<t( its form er treasures of paintings—save 
an A ssum ption, by Franceschini, and the 
cupola frescoes, by F abbrini—stands in the 
center of the courts. 
Its m assive square 
tower rises grim and !on.e above the naif- 
deserted buildings. 
Perhaps a score of 
folk, professors, students, 
signal-bureau 
agents and G overnm ent foresters, w ho act 
as a sort of m ountain police about the se­ 
questered property, abide here, surly, in ­ 
hospitable, and as if doggedly conscious of 
the sacrilege in their pretense of scholastic 
life. 
T he old m onastery bell •still sounds 
the hours, but it speaks only to silence 
and decay. 
The great water basins which 
held the m onks’ trout preserves are filled 
w ith dead leaves. 
T he w ondrous 
old 
kitchen, a m ighty truncated cone, w here, 
sw inging from a huge turnspit, the oxen 
once were roasted, is cobwebbed, cold and 
tireless. T he M ettata, w here a hundred 
cows were kept, is untenanted. 
Paradis- 
ino, the ancient herm itage on the cliff 
above the m onastery, w ith its celle, tower 
and church, are stripped and transform ed 
into a hayloft. 
T he half-ruined 
m ill, 
under w hich rushes the Vicano, is deserted ! 
and still. 
M arvelous indeed is it th at th e , 
Italy of to-day has left one h in t of the old 
life here. 
B ut there is just one. 
In the 
church there is an elaborately carved silver 
reliquary. 
It contains the relics of San 
G ;ovanni. 
H ow 
the one 
brown bone 
w hich has m iraculously 
escaped decay 
m ust h au n t the grave professors of the 
"Collegio Forestale,” as V aiom brosa now 
is c alled ! 
One thousand feet higher than w here 
ancient V aiom brosa stands in its nest-like 
valley 5,000 feet above the sea, rises th e fir- 
crow ned sum m it o i Pratom agno. 
From 
this point the m ost ravishinglv beautiful 
view in ail Italy is presented. 
W hat w on­ 
drous associations are conjured in contem ­ 
plation of the fair, far Oasentino valley 
w ith its boundary beyond, form ed by the 
lofty A pennines, w here are born historic 
Tiber and entrancing A rno! 
Tuscany, 
hom e of the dream -breeding vine and fair­ 
est wom en, stretches sunnily to the w est­ 
ward. 
T he D uom o glitters dow n there in 
the center of the purple, vineyard-check­ 
ered valley w here Florence stands. 
A nd 
far, faint and m agically seen throueh the 
passes of the utterm ost peaks of Carrara, 
gleam s a speck of sapphire w here sweeps 
old M editerranean's sails. 
As incongruous as are the present occu­ 
pancy, uses and association of Vaiom brosa, 
the spirit of the olden tim e flames in all 
one sees and feels at the deserted m onas­ 
tery. 
In this cell w hich now a stripling 
student m akes his c u n a ra da letto, the 
good m onk Guido originated the m odern 
m ethod of notation in m usic. 
In these 
larger room s reposed at different tim es the 
noble form s of E m peror Coarad II., E m ­ 
press Gise!a, the Abbess Ita, Countess Er- 
m ellina. of San Pietro Igneo, after being 
triu m p h an t in his ordeal of flame, of Popes 
V ictor II., A lexander II. and IV ., Innocent 
II., Pascal II. and Leo IX ., of Beato Tesoro 
Beccaria, the m artyr, and th at grandest 
type of all Italian culture and chivalry, 
Lorenzo 
the 
M agnificent. 
C bristopbano 
L andini, the celebrated com m entator of 
D ante, m ade V aiom brosa his haunt. The 
famous botanist, B a o ro Faggi, M attio Ban- 
dello. Boccaccio’s rival in letters, and Berni, 
th e b rilliant hum orist, all lived and m edi­ 
tated at the hospitable retreat. 
Dream 
am ong its cloisters and groves as long as 
you m ay, and then go your way never to 
return. ' T he m ost priceless 
association 
th at rem ains to you, as to all m en who 
speak the E nglish tongue, is th at M ilton 
knew and loved this idyiic spot. 
For 
m onths he was its welcome guest. V tllom - 
brosa was the fountain of his inspiration. 
H ere was concei ved the plan of a great and 
ennobling A rth u rian epic. T hat gave place 
to a loftier, grander them e whose sublim e 
motive, im agery and accom plishm ent form 
the diadem in all th at crowns the English 
tongue. 
Because V aiom brosa 
was 
the 
foster-m other of “ Paradise L ost." m en will 
ever bless the sweet old m ountain-nest.

move. 
A few days ago a young lady asked me 
w hether I thought w om en should have 
the privilege ot "popping the question;”

m ean things we really are. 
As to the age w hen a w om an should 
m arry. W ell, th at depends a great deal on 
the w om an. 
Som e wom en w ould be bet­ 
ter off if they were m arried before their 
dolls were forgotten, and others would get 
a great deal of good out of m atrim ony if 
they never m arried at ail. 
B at I th in k a 
w om an should m arry before she loses all 
her teeth and her eyasight—or attem pts 
to raise 
a 
fam ily. 
If she 
wants to 
be happy, 
she 
should 
m arry young. 
T here is nothing m ore painful to me than 
an old w om an who has lost all the fresh­ 
ness and rosy beauty of her girlhood—who 
has gone dow n into the shadow s of m a­ 
turity; w ho has longed for years for the 
love and protection of a noble m an; 
there 
is nothing m ore painful, I say, th an to see 
a w om an of this sort yearning" and h an k er­ 
ing for an opportunity to ask som e lively 
young fellow to m arry her rem ains. 
And

AN ITALIAN KITCHEN. 


TROUBLES OF 
AN 
AMERICAN LADY 
RESILING IN FLORENCE.

An Italian kitchen ! 
W ho would im ag­ 
ine w hat one is like ? 
Of all strauge sights 
in this foreigu land the kitchen bears off 
the palm . 
They are of ail shapes and 
sizts, font 6 feet by 9, tucked into little 
dark corners opening only into sm all w ells' 
to large, well lighted 
and 
airy rooms. 
Should you go into one, I am sure you 
would say, “A kitchen! W here do they 
cook?” 
A nd no wonder, for at first glance 
one sees ¡ODg rows of bright copper sauce­ 
pans, hanging in rows on the walls, tables 
w ith gleam ing w hite m arble tops, a very 
rough, dingy brick floor, and a very straDge, 
uninviting-looking “som ething” extending 
nearly the whole side of the room . 
The 
crudest 
devices 
for 
cooking 
in 
the 
woods 
or am ong the rocks, w hen off 
on a picnic, seem hardly m ore prim i­ 
tive. 
T he interest quickly centers here 
w hen told this is the "focolare,” or fire­ 
place, and we try to discover the philuso 
phy of it. 
A broad, thick stone is built 
into the wall about the big h t of an ordi­ 
nary stove, w ith several openings, eight by 
ten inches, and three inches deep, with 
iron gratings to hold the charcoal, the ashes 
falling into a receiver beneath, w here there 
are doors fitted w ith dam pers. The hearth­ 
stone, or “focolare.” is supported bv sev­ 
eral arches, w hich also serve as coal bins. 
A hood, or apron, is built out over the fire­ 
place, w hich prevents the sm oke from fill­ 
ing the room, and draw s m uch of the 
steam and odors from cooking into the 
chim ney. 
A space is left in the center of 
the stone fitted w ith andirons, and here be­ 
fore a blaziDg wood fire the roasting is done 
T he m eat is put into an autom atic m a­ 
chine w hich turns at proper intervals, and 
we all know how delicious m eats are 
roasted in this m anner. 
B ut it is very cu­ 
rious lo see the cooking done over the little 
“ fornelli,” as tbe charcoal fires are called. 
A fter kindling the coal you m ust stand and 
fan it u ntil it is entirely red. 
If the pot 
does not boil fast enough you m ust fan 
again; if you put on m ore coal keep o j fan­ 
ning. 
It w ould seem that one " f the first 
requisites of a good cook would be to be a 
good “ fanner.” 
The coal crackles and the 
sparks fly high in the air, like sparks from 
a R om an candle, and if som e fail back into 
the food it only passes for seasoning. 
I 
have finally convinced m y m aid that hot 
m ilk looks better w ithout the little black 
specks, and now she kindly consents to 
keep it covered. 
All the boiling, stewing, broiling, brais­ 
ing, frying and toasting is done over these 
little charcoal tires. 
Bread, pies and cakes 
are not baked at hom e, as there are no 
ovens in the average kitchen. 
A t one end 
of the fireplace the stone is hollow ed ont to 
form a sink and over it a wooden rack is 
attached to the wall, w here dishes are dried 
after being washed. 
No soap is used in 
this operation, bnt w ater in w hich ashes 
have been boiled answ ers tbe purpose and 
costs nothing. 
T he large kitchen of w hich I speak is 
about tw enty feet square, at th e top of an 
old palace in the heart of the city, owned 
by a w ealthy Count, now used for au apart­ 
m ent house. 
T hrough its 
iron-barred 
w indows you m ay look far across to the 
distant hills. 
On the walls are two long 
rows of cleats, w here hang all sizes of 
copper sauce-pans, and shelves for the red 
earthen vessela nsed for boiling. 
Black 
pots and kettles are som ething unknow n 
in this country, as far as m y observation 
goes. 
A row of sm all earthen dishes, w ith 
handles, stand near the fire, ready to be 
filled w ith fine coals, for at this season ot 
the year (Novem ber) the D alian is depend­ 
ent on these little aflair3 to keep hands and 
feet warm , and from being benum bed w ith 
the cold. 
They seldom have tires in their 
room s, and w hen they sit the charcoal pot 
is placed at the feet and another in the lap. 
In very cold w eather they carry them in 
the street, slung on one arm like a basket. 
W hen the cookine is done the fire is ex­ 
tinguished im m ediately, and there is not 
m uch heat from it at best. 
One wooden 
table, 'tie only thing in the room th at looks 
fam iliar, rem inds me of those in our own 
neat, convenient kitchens at hom e, and I 
rem em ber how w hite they looked after the 
S aturday's scrubbing, but I am fain to 
add this" one looks as though it never had 
a good scrubbing—hom e fashion—nor tbe 
fl Tors either. 
They clean these by strew ­ 
ing wet saw dust about aud then sweep it 
off. 
T his is done only once or twice a 
week, a dash of water and a light wisk of 
the broom being held sufficient for every 
day. 
* 
W e are well pleased w ith the cooking, 
and shall take great pleasure in introducing 
m any of these savory dishes to friends at 
hom e. 
The cooks understand seasoning 
to a nicety, and th e cents’ w orth of differ­ 
ent herbs is a constant item in the account 
book. 
One ot th e favorite condim ents of 
the Italian is the rosem ary, which the Ger­ 
m an peasant considers sacred, and wears a 
sprig of it in his cap on Sunday, and 
would th in k it a sacrilege to eat of it. 
After a year’s residence here in the 
"B oot” (Daly is called “T he Boot” on ac­ 
count of its geographical lines), a longiug 
for hom e cookiag occasionally seizes upon 
us. and w hen Saturday n ich t comes, vis­ 
ions of the fam ilies at home, gathering 
about the beans and fish-balls float before 
our eyes, aDd the desire to enjoy the old­ 
tim e custom ary repast is not to be longer 
w ithstood. 
B ut there is a problem to be 
solved—how to have baked beans w ithout 
an oven ? 
The bakers were consulted and 
found unw illing to bake them . 
They o b ­ 
ject to innovations. 
One day I saw our 
m aid, when cookiag som e m eat in a pan. 
use 
a 
large 
iron 
cover 
on 
w hich 
she piled live coals. 
T h at gave m e an 
idea. 
I purchased an earthen soup-Doiler, 
m uch the shape of our bean-pots, and 
m ade ready for the fray. 
I ascended to 
tbe kitchen, prepared the’beans in the pot, 
pu t them over one of the little square coal- 
fire8, covered the precious contents w ith 
the iron pan, heaped on coals and ex­ 
plained to the m aid how she m ust keep a 
constant and steady fire, above and below, 
then patiently aw aited results in m y apart­ 
m ents below. 
F ish balls, or fish croquets as they call 
them here, they m ake in perfection. 
A 
very clean Italian, who has w hat he term s 
an English bakery [and a very good one it 
is), prom ised to m ake brown bread if I 
would bring the receipt, w hich I gladly 
did, b ut it proved too m uch for him and 
he excused him self by saying he bad no 
tim e to attend to it. 
As we had no steam ­ 
ers nor tin pails w ith covers, the brow n 
bread problem was a little difficult to 
solve, and we were obliged to take fried 
Indian m eal cake as a substitute. 
My 
anxiety was so great lest accident should be­ 
fall the beans, I w ent to the kitchen to take 
the beans from the pot m yself, and found 
them all m y londest hopes had pictured. 
I forgot to m ention th at I was obliged to 
pav thirty cents for a teacupful of New 
Orleans molasses, bnt we m ust have it, and 
a cupful goes a great ways in the m atter 
of sw eetening beans. 
Since our experim ent proved so success­ 
ful, we have had the pleasure of inviting 
several of our A m erican friends to our Sat­ 
urday evening feast. 
F or w ho is there, 
from one end of the U nited States of A m er­ 
ica to the other, th at does n ot like real 
Boston baked beans. 
A re they not “a 
classic” in cooking? 
Som etim es we add 
apple, or pum pkin pie. 
\Ye form an 
interesting 
procession, 
m y 
m aid and 
I, as we carry our treasures through the 
streets. 
She. w ith a large tray of p.es; I, 
w ith a pitcher of pum pkin prepared to fill 
the pies at tn e shop. Too m uch trouble, 
you think? 
W ell, it’s only w hen the hom e 
h an g er comes over us, and w e get tired of 
the rich pastries served us to eat, then 
th e change and excitem ent of accom plish­ 
ing som ething novel repays us for our 
trouble. 
I remember upon our arrival a 
year ago, I went to the Anglo-American 
store and asked the Eoglisb-Bpeaking clerk 
for salt cod fiah. These important beings 
are analogous to the typical hotel clerk at 
home; and, altogether, their knowledge of 
English is exceedingly lim ited. 
Their 
sm all acquirement makes them quite arro­ 
gant, and this particular weigher of salt 
and coffee gave m e a withering look and 


told m e to gti to th e m arket. 
A n A m eri­ 
can lady, standing near by, turned quickly 
and said, “Ob! you are. searching for salt 
end fish? 
Isn ’t it 
good w ith 
cream? 
How 
I wish I 
could 
have som e.” I 
m eekly 
turned m y steps 
tow ard 
the 
m arket, 
b at 
alas! 
I 
saw 
none, 
and I could not m ake anvone understand 
w hat I w anted; but one Friday I chanced 
to see som e of the desired article soaking 
in water, w ith the scale side down, w hich 
every well-regulated housekeeper knows is 
radically wrong. 
I find it is the custom 
here to let i: soak until all the good taste 
is out. aud then expose it for sale on F ri­ 
days—and then I discovered it was called 
“ bacaia.” 
Good friends, if ever yon get 
cod-fish hungry in "fair Italia.” 'inquire 
for "Ba-ca-la." T he dictionaries don’t help 
one m uch in these m atters, for if they give 
any nam e at all they are quite apt to give 
a word not in com m on use, as for exam ­ 
ple, last year 1 w anted a turkev in honor of 
T hanksgiving Day, and after consulting 
m y dictionary. I confidently asked m y 
m aid to bny a "G allo d’lo d ia.” 
She stood 
dum bfounded. 
So stood I —and helpless, 
too; but after m any gestures and explana­ 
tions, she understood, and, laughing im ­ 
m oderately, exclaim ed, "O h, Signora, uti 
tachino.” 
W hat a sim ple nam e, to be 
sure; it seemed as though I m ight have 
guessed it. 
W ell, live and learn. 
This 
year I can order m y turkey and not be 
laughed at. 
A turkey w eighing five pounds costs 
eighty cents. 
Cranberries we cannot have ; 
but w ith the fine variety of vegetables, we 
m anage to enjoy a turkey dinner w ithout 
them . 
Celery is particularly good, and 
cheap, a large bunch costing three cents. 
T he most delicious little onions I ever saw 
are plenty. 
Few only of the squashes are 
allowed to m ature. 
They pick them when 
only two or three inches long, and they 
gather and cook the blossoms. 
W hen I 
first saw baskets of those yellow blossoms 
and little green squashes for sale, and was 
told they were to cook, I could hardly be­ 
lieve it. 
They cnt the squashes into slices; 
and dip them and the blossom s into an egg 
batter "and fry in oil. 
They are delicious, 
and a very good substitute for fried oysters, 
w hich we don’t have here, only in cans. 
B ut who, after eating “B lue P oints” and 
"Provideuce 
R ivers," 
could 
abide 
the 
canned article? 
Once m ore this 6m ilicg city is gay w ith 
banners in honor cf th e birthday of the 
Prince of Naples, w hen he also attains his 
m ajority. 
H e has been prom oted to the 
Colonefty of the First Infantry Regim ent, 
and is to go to Naples, w here it i9 stationed, 
and assum e personal com m and. 
H e will 
have a court of his own, also a suite, civil 
aud m ilitary, and live exactly like a king. 
People here are usually rather silent. They 
are very fond of the K ing and Queen, both 
for their own selves and for tne love and 
honor they7 bear V ictor E m m anuel, but 
they say the young Prince is a little tyrant, 
a middle age despot, and he rather looks it 
personal.appearance. 
T h ere 'are m any travelers in the city 
now, A m ericans and English predom inat­ 
ing. 
R*v. Dr. Pentecost, of New York, 
spent a couple of weeks here on his way 
to India. 
H e expect3 to pass the next two 
years iu m issionary work. 
H e occupied 
tbe pulpit of tbe Rev. Dr. McDougai 
(Scotch Presbyterian) and delighted all 
who heard him w ith his power and elo­ 
quence. T he doctor is also the best of 
companions, and in the parlor, surrounded 
by interested friends, he seems fairly in his 
elem ent w hen recounting som e of his 
m anifold experiences. 
H is daughter and 
sun will spend the w inter in Florence, and 
are devoting them selves to m usic, p aint­ 
ing and Italian. 
Mrs. Pentecost accom ­ 
panies the doctor on bis travels, and the 
last tidings from them , at P ort Said, gave 
glow ing accounts of their delightful trip 
across the M editerranean.

T he m an 
across the street who gets np a show of 
some kind to ‘draw ’ the sensation hunters 
wouM bs perfectly welcome to them so far 
as any sensible preacher is concerned, but 
the trouble comes in w hen som e who are 
supposed to belong to the five hundred in ­ 
telligent hearers com plain because the sen­ 
sation hunters are absent. 
H ow ever it 
m ay be ia E ngland, in this country too 
m any people estim ate the value of a re­ 
ligious service by the num ber present. 
If 
th e ‘crow d’ is there, all is well; if the sen­ 
sation hunters are absent, all is wrong, 
even though the H oly Spirit was m anifest­ 
ly present.” 
The Catholic World presents this pictnre 
of the transcendentalists from the diary of 
the late F ath er H ecker, who had studied 
his subject at Brock F arm , F ru itlan d s and 
Concord: "A transcendentalist is one who 
has keen sight but little w arm th of h e a rt; 
who has fine conceits.but is destitute of tbe 
rich glow of love. 
H e is en rapport with 
the spiritual world, unconscious 'o f the 
celestial one. 
H e is all nerve and no 
blood—colorless. 
He talks of self-reliance, 
b at fears to trust him self to love, but is al­ 
ways on th e lookout for some new fact. 
H is nerves are alw ays tight-stretched, like 
the string of a bow ; his life is all effort. 
In a short period he loses his tone. Behold 
him sitting on a chair ; he is not sitting, 
bnt braced upon its angles, as if his bones 
were of iron and his nerves steel: every 
nerve is draw n, his hands are closed like a 
m iser’s—it is his lips and head that speak, 
not his tongne and heart. 
H e prefers talk­ 
ing about love to possessing it, and he pre­ 
fers Socrates to Jesus. N ature is his church, 
and he is his own god. 
H e is a dissec.ing 
critic—heartless, cold. 
W hat would excite 
love and sym pathy in another, excites in 
him cariosity and interest. 
H e would have 
w ritten an essay on the power of the soul 
at the foot of the Cross.” 
T he Christian Leader (U niv ) says: 
“ In 
the very short list of nam es of em inent 
and authoritative 
evolutionists, 
Alfred 
Russell W allace is second to no one. ex ­ 
cepting D arw in him self. 
In describing a 
certain stage of evolution Mr. W allace uses 
these words: 
‘W e find a still m ore m ar­ 
velous change, one com pletely beyond all 
possibility of explanation by’ m atter, its 
laws and forces. 
H ere we see introduced 
sensation, the fundam ental distinction be­ 
tween the anim al and vegetable kingdom .’ 
If by ‘introduced’—the italics are our own 
—Mr. W allace uses the word advisedly, lie 
virtually concedes the point of special cre­ 
ation. 
Evolution has no place for the in 
trodueing of anything. 
It w ould seem 
from w hat Mr. W allace says of other stages 
in the order of nature, as if by ‘introduc­ 
ing’ he m eans the opposite of developm ent. 
For exam ple: 
‘Tne third stage is. as we 
have seen, the existence in m an of a n u m ­ 
ber of his m ost characteristic aud noblest 
faculties, those w hich raise him furthers! 
above the brutes, and open up possibilities 
of alm ost indefinite advancem ent. 
These 
faculties could not possibly h iv e been de­ 
veloped by m eans of the sam e laws which 
have determ ined the progressive develop­ 
m ent of the organic w orld in general, and 
also ot m an ’s physical organism . 
These 
three distinct stages of progress from the 
inorganic world of m atter and m otion up 
to m an, point clearly to an unseen u n i­ 
verse, to a world of spirit, to w hich the 
world of m aiter is altogether subordinate.’ 
This certainly is not D arw inism . 
It m ay 
be well for the general reader to w ait until 
the m asters have come to an agreem ent.” 
The P-ev. George T. R ider savs, in the 
Living Church (P. E.): “ It is well th at there 
should be pause for A dvent m editation in 
the choral w orld and its exciting work. 
T he ‘four last thiDgs that concern any m an,’ 
should com m and heart and voice 
and 
voice and choir. 
T his is a tim e for ‘slow ­ 
ing np’ and letting the h e av d journals 
cool off, otherw ise we shall be in ill mood 
for the glorious feast of the Incarnation. 
The sober gravity of A dvent is the liturgic 
foreground, and the H oly M other has so 
tem pered the liturgic approaches th at the 
great Christ-M ass shall break up this A d­ 
vent tw ilight with all th e glory of the 
new ly-risen Son of R ighteousness. 
T his 
is im m easurably deeper aud holier than 
esthetic sentim ent. 
It lies in the sacred 
order and am ong the precious m ysteries of 
the church’s liturgic year. 
T he true priest 
early catches the secret and tunes his ser­ 
m ons and ritual betimes. 
T he colo-s of 
altar and vestm ents are penitential. 
W hy, 
then, should the choir keep up the m usical 
bravery and exultation 
until 
A dvent 
merges into Christm as, hardly observad I 
W hat a seaeon of choral self-denial and 
abnegation ! 
W hat an opportunity to get 
acquainted w ith the ancient m elodies of 
our H oly M other, and d rink in the ineffi- 
ble sweetness and tenderness of those cradle 
songs of eternal love w hen she held her 
children very close to h er b re ast! 
A t leari 
let us try the sober m ajesty of unison c o m ­ 
m union services and anthem s, if o ar eare 
and hearts are yet unw onted to th e m ysti­ 
cal pleadings of the ancient Plain-soug".” 
The Exanu'ner (B apt.) savs: “ E ckerm ann 
reports, in one of his Conversations, the fol­ 
low ing notable saying of Goethe: 
‘T ne 
style of a w riter is alm ost alw ays the faith­ 
ful representation of his m ind; therefore, if 
any one w ishes to w rite a clear stvle iet 
him begin by m aking his thoughts clear; 
and it any w ould w rite a noble style let 
him first possess a noble soul.’ T he culture 
of expression mu3t include, therefore, the 
culture of m ind and heart. W e m ast learn 
how to th in k and feel about things. 
We 
m ust get honesty, directness, and lofty p u r­ 
pose w rought into the fiber of our beiDg. 
W e m ust fix right standards of judgm ent. 
W e m ust be taught, and be w illing to learn, 
ot God ‘the way th at we should choose.’ In 
a very true sense, all life is expression and 
gives to this finest of arts its full and grand­ 
est scope. 
By w hat we do we m ake known 
to others w hat we are. 
N othing can more 
intim ately concern us than to find the 
w orthiest way of expressing ourselves in 
this larger application of the phrase. 
La 
B ruyere used to insist th at there is one 
best way ot saying everything, and that tbe 
artist in expression is he who finds that 
way. 
T he notion will, perhaps, hardly 
bear pu sh in g in the dom ain of literature, 
bnt in that of life it has the highest war­ 
ran t. T here is one best way for the sonl to 
express itself in life, and we can all know 
what it is, for it has been show n us in the 
life of him w ho is h im self ‘the way.' 
Christ, in H is incarnation, is the Word of 
God, the utterance of the Divine thought. 
God’s expression of H im self ‘in the form of 
m an.’ 
If we shape onr characters after 
H is, and aim to reprodace H is iife in ours, 


we shall reach the m cst exalted possibili­ 
ties of w hat the art of expression can 
achieve.” 
T he Standard (Bapt.. 
Chicago) s a v s : 
“Professor Sw ing called aU eniiou, in bis 
serm on on Sunday last in Cüicugo, to a 
m atter w hich to our m ind is of very grave 
interest. 
It is the fact th at from year to 
year the re” g ;ous pages have beeo elim i­ 
nated from readers intended for use in tn e . 
public schools. 
H e m akes this sta te m en t: 
’T hirty-tbrre years ego M cJnffey’s R eader 
contained 101 pieces in prose and poetry, 33 
of w hich were religious. 
In bis six th 
reader, published recen'ly, bnt 17 of th " 133 
pieces pertain to religion, wi; and h u m o r 
taking iis place. Children laugh m ore and 
m usa less. 
This religious sentim ent 
is 
lessened still furth°r in itrec n! fifth reader, 
w hich has only 4 religious pieces iu 100, 
and in a popular fourth reader there is not 
a religions piece. 
In an elegant fifth reader 
of « great publishing house of to dav 5 out 
of 90 chapters are granted to religion.' 
W hether or not, as Professor Sw ing m ain ­ 
tains, ‘the State should m ake its ow u read­ 
ers for public schools,' this w hich he adds 
in that connection is cerain lv ttue, th at 
'm oney-seeking m en’ shom d not be per­ 
m itted to ’pander to the m aterialism of tb e 
tim es. At least,’ he adds, ‘sorue p wer m u st 
come along with the ability to perceive th a t 
a fi'.r portion of the literature m ust be re­ 
ligious 
The school-readers m ust be for 
hum an beings, and that, too, in their early, 
flexible v e an ; and to bind np m illions of 
these bocks with the religious sentim ent 
om itted is to tel 1 great falsehoods to m il­ 
lions cf our children.’ 
There is an im ­ 
m ense perii in the direction tow ards w hich 
tnere words point, and they oueht for th a t 
reason not to pass w ith a mere utterance.” 
Dealing with the m atter of m inisters 
preaching in public halls w hile their ow n 
churches are closed, the Congregational si 
says: 
‘ The throngs which 
pour in to 
Central Music H all in Chicago, tb e vast 
audiences which Mr. McNeill has addressed 
in the rink in Edinburgh and m ore recently 
in a hall on H olborn, Loudon, show th at 
they m ay not be so averse to the proclam a­ 
ro n oí the good tidiogsas they are sensitive 
to the atm osphere of proprietorship and 
exc.usivene3s 
which 
pervades 
som e 
churches. 
At all events, if men like Dr. 
G nnsaulus and Mr. McNeill feel that by 
preaching in a hail part of the tim e they 
can double or triple the practical influence 
of the Gospel upon the com m unity, we 
honor them for m aking the effort, and their 
churches for perm itting them to do it. 
It 
is an expedient which, as a rule, would not 
be advisable outside of the great cities, and 
even there only as a tem porary tu n _ 3t 
best. 
F or there is no inherent reason why 
the setting o? the Gospel message cannot be 
m ade approxim ately as attractive as th e 
message itself. 
John Wesley m av have 
preached in a barn, but his followers in 
thi9 country are erecting churches at tb e 
rate of tw o a day. 
Churches are essential 
to the perm anence and power of religion. 
W hy should not every Christian church be 
so wide open to the poor, the w anderer and 
the forsaken, so ready to stretch out the 
hand of helpfulness, s i warm and loving 
in its welcome of everybody, from the lady 
in her silks to the w orkingm an in his 
blouse, that all shall feel disposed to come 
and listen gladly to the message of C aris 
The Christian Advocate 
(Meth ) 
says: 
“ Dr. South has a serm on on the 'F atal Im ­ 
posture and Force of W ords.’ 
It is a cele­ 
brated serm on, w orthy of study far its lit­ 
erary qualities as well as for its m oral 
teaching.

These theatricals are out of 
place in the sanctuary or the Sunday 
School room, and a Christian child is o ut 
of place in their perform ance. 
A C hrist­ 
m as cantata is well enough if it is acantata; 
but C hristm as theatricals are no better than 
other theatricals sim ply through their be­ 
ing m iscalled “cantatas.” ’ ” 
T he Christian Union says : 
“ O ur readers 
will recall Professor Booker T. W ashing­ 
ton’s statem ent, in an article in the Christ­ 
ian Union some tim e since, declaring in 
general term s the ignorance and im m o ral­ 
ity of a large proportion of the colored 
preachers of the South.

rings or manufacturers, combines, trusts, 
bosses and political cliques. Yet we find 
as intelligent a journal as the New York 
Tribune insisting that the tariff question 
had nothing to do with the Farmers’ All* 
ance in its platform makjng. 


L a s t year we drew upon the East for a 
million dozen eggs in excess of what we 
produced. This is a lamentable showing 
for California. By neglecting a home 
market as not worthy his attention, the 
California farmer here opens up a market 
for the Eastern farmer, that they eagerly 
seize upon, while the consumers foot the 
bills at a lively rate. The idea of Cali­ 
fornia boasting, as she does, of the prolific 
character of everything that fares beneath 
these skies, and yet not being able to pro­ 
duce hen-fruit sufficient for ordinary needs! 


O n e of the first steps to take in reform­ 
ing municipal government is to select men 
for local legislators of the first ability and 
experience. Why, over in Germany von 
Gneist, the Councilor of the Empire, a 
man of lofty genius, world-wide reputation 
as a statesman and a writer, deems it an 
honor to be chosen an Alderman of his 
town, and serves as faithfully as he does 
in the Cabinet of the Empire. If we can 
only bring citizens who ought to be on the 
official 
boards to feel that it is 
not only a duty, but a high and 
important trust, we will be able to 
set up a city government that will be 
conducted on business principles. 


T h e Alta suggests that as the proposed 
amendments to the Constitution are so 
many, that instrument promises to become 
one of the crazy-quilt pattern, and there­ 
fore it might be better to call another 
Constitutional Convention, and make the 
fundamental law symmetrical. Spare us 
that. A State such as is California cannot 
aflord to go through a constitutional revo­ 
lution every ten years. The instrument 
we have is unwieldy enough, to be sure, 
but it is far better than those with axes to 
grind will confess. That it binds here and 
there is by no means an evil, of necessity. 
The Constitution can be amended in all 
essentials where absolutely necessary, 
without upturning the very fountains of 
society and paralyzing business, investment 
and industry. When a people call a Con­ 
stitutional Convention and the land is full 
of cranks, property quakes, money fiees 
and industry pauses to see where the blow 
is to fall. No, we want no Constitutional 
Convention. 


T h e Railuxiy Age says that the drift of 
all great railroad properties is towards 
consolidation, and that in turn is due to 
the hostile condition of the abnormal pub­ 
lic mind towards such property. There is 
a whole bushel of truth in the statement. 
Instead of creating competition by main­ 
taining a hostile attitude to the great car­ 
rier systems, the act tends to defeat all 
competition and to drive railway operation 
into consolidated control. That is the 
natural defense of assaulted industries of 
that character, and there is nothing short 
of confiscation of property that can pre­ 
vent it. Hostile legislation, leeching 
upon the corporations, threatening them 
with nameless terrors, laws to weaken in­ 
vestments and annoy managements—all 
these things are steadily driving on to 
consolidation that, as the Age puts it, 
means anything but the best interests of 
the country, for it eliminates a great deal 
of industry, of official labor, of disburse­ 
ment, and practically paralzyes competi­ 
tion. Now, if the Age is half right, there 
is enough in its suggestion to cause the 
men whose chief aim in life appears to be 
to stimulate a hostile spirit against carrier 
interests, to call a halt.

DIVIDED IK OPINION BY FEAE. 
It is more than amusing to note the 
fluttering among the strict party papers 
concerning the farmer movement to wrest 
usurped power from the control of rings, 
trusts and manufacturing combines. The 
Republican papers at the East are about 
equally divided between sneering at the 
movement and stroking it gently. The 
Democratic press is openly claiming that 
the farmers are only echoing old-time 
Democratic doctrine, and some go so far as 
to assert, with an air of authority, that the 
Alliance does not propose to permit itself 
to be converted into a third party, but is 
intended to settle all differences at the 
South in Democratic ranks, and to keep 
both great parties straight by holding a 
rod over them. We apprehend that none 
of these papers are correct. Those that 
sneer simply prove themselves asse»; those 
that cajole express fear; those that claim 
to own simply exhibit the proverbial greed 
and short-sightedness of the politician 
pure and simple. We look upon the 
farmers’ movement as a protest that both 
old parties must heed; that must call a 
halt in National legislation; that means 
the breaking up of combines and rings; 
that means a demand for a larger ex­ 
port trade, and the extension of reeipro 
city; that means financial reform of some 
order not, it is to be confessed, clearly 
defined; and that means a demand for 
greater economy in the administration o1 
affairs, and a return to something like 
old-time simplicity in the Senate, to­ 
gether with the uprooting completely of 
the idea that Senatorial seats are but 
articles of bargain and sale. Whether 
the farmers will make their movement a 
third party in regular form, or remain 
content with it as a monitor, is a question 
that the Alliance press does not itself ap­ 
pear to be settled concerning. But that 
the Alliance will form a coalition with 
either of the other great parties is simply 
absurd. 
Mr. D. Cham pí.in, Jr., in the Forum 
utters a protest we will all concur in. He 
regrets the growing craze for hunting up 
and tracing out pedigrees of families; the 
disposition among Americans to have 
genealogists relate them to some old Eng­ 
lish or French families, no matter how 
remote the ancestry. It is un-American, 
tuft-hunting, unpardonable vanity, and 
the natural outcome of congested wealth 
greedily got. Mr. Champlin tells this 
story as an example: 
An American family, bearing a name famous 
in English history and exalted in one branch 
fay a ducal title, concluded that similarity of 
surname gave them an equal right to the her­ 
aldic belongings ot the family, and assumed the 
escutcheon, supporters and all. If their pride 
had been satisfied with the display of the in­ 
signia on their carriage panels uo one would 
have objected; but when it tempted them to 
assert publicly their right to the ducal title, 
which was then in abeyance, it aroused the 
curiosity of some prowling genealogists—those 
pests ol society—who set about Inquiries which, 
they asserted, proved that the American iaruily 
was only of yeoman origin and ol no possible 
connection with the ducal house. Thus did 
their vaulting ambition overleap itself, and to 
avoid ridicule they were obliged to suppress a 
magnificent table servieeof china and sliver, on 
which they had displayed, at a considerable ex­ 
pense, the ducal crest and coronet.

Before 
becoming a traveling showman he had been 
successively the proprietor of an oyster sa­ 
loon, an editor, a bartender, a negro min­ 
strel, a boarding-honse keeper, dramatic 
critic, preacher, band President, author, and 
partner in a clock factory. He finally found 
his true vocation. 
The Prince of Wales, it is reported, in­ 
tends next season to introduce a reform in 
the dinner hour. The fashionable hour of 
dining has in recent years been getting 
later and later, and it is now generally 
8:30, and often 9 o’clock. The Prince will, 
it is said, fix the hour for dinner at 8, find, 
of course, what the Prince does “society,” 
in the exclusive sense, will follow.

SENSATIONAL SCENE IN A COUNTRY 
JUSTICE'S COUBT. 


B ow a C ouple 
of 
Sacram ento 
G irls 
F ooled “ th e O ld M an”—The Shoot­ 
ing o f D r. Boyce—M inor E vents. 


There were som e ‘‘high old” Justices of 
the Peace in those days, and one of them 
dispensed [w ithl law and justice in an 
o utlying tow nship of Sacram ento county. 
O ne day a case was called in his Court 
w hich occasioned no little consternation 
to those present, and fun for those who 
afterw ard heard of it. T he issue was the 
ow nership of a few bead of hogs. 
It was 
agreed between the litigants th at the case 
should be tried by a jury, and th at there 
w ould be no appeal, w hichever way the 
judgm ent went. 
T he trial com m enced 
about 11 o’clock, in a bar-room . 
The 
w orthy Judge started in to be very digni­ 
fied, b at there were frequent invitations to 
d rink, and, ju st as often, the C ourt would 
declare a recess of five m inutes. 
After a 
w hile the Court became quite m ellow and 
lost m uch of its assum ed dignity. 
A bout 
dusk all the evidence was iu and counsel 
had argued the case. 
A t th at tim e the 
Court had adjourned about th irty tim es to 
‘•liquor up,” hence the Judge was no t very 
clear-headed when he started in to charge 
th e ju ry . 
He commenced sum m ing up the 
testim ony and laying down the law . 
H e 
finally laid down som ething as law which 
one of the jurym en ihought to be of a very 
doubtful quality, so he ventured to ask the 
Court where it could be found. 
‘•W hat's tba'.?” inquired the Court, w ith 
a comical effort at being austere. 
‘‘I sim ply w ant to know w here th at law 
can be found,” answ ered the ju ry m an . 
“ D —n you, sir ! ’ beared the insulted 
Justice, 
reachiDg 
behind 
him 
and 
drawiDg a revolver, “ I ’ll give you to u n ­ 
derstand that w hen I tell vcu a th in g ’s 
law , it is law !” 
As the revolver was being leveled at him 
th e ju ro r broke for the door, and the other 
jurors, D ot liking the dem oniacal scowl on 
the Judge's face, followed suit. T hen the 
Judge got up from the bench and broke 
after them . 
T he jurors had not fired up 
quite as liberally as the Court and had the 
best of the race. 
T here was a grove of 
liveoaks near the place, and they reached 
it before the irate Court could determ ine 
w hich one he would take a crack at. 
T hat 
ended the race—and the case. 
T he jurors 
scattered fo r their hom es, and the famous 
hog case did not again come up for adjudi­ 
cation. 
_ 
T he inaugural ball of 1S69, given 
in honor of the then new Governor, .Milton 
S. L atham , was quite a grand affair. 
Sac­ 
ram ento was then the hom e of m any per­ 
sons who have since becom e prom inent in 
Bocial and com m ercial circles elsewhere, 
w hile m any have passed over the dark 
river th at runs through the V alley of the 
Shadow of D eath. 
T he bail was under the 
m anagem ent of com m ittees composed as 
follow s: 
Invitation C om m ittee— W illiam 
Shattuck, Leland S:anford, J. W . V.’inans, 
H . H . H artley, F. Pow ell. D. O. Mills, B. 
F . H astings, Major J . W. L. H unt. L. Saun­ 
ders, Jr., T. S. Fiske, H . E. R obinson, 
Captain E . E . Eyre, Captain J. How ells 
R eception Com m ittee—A C. Monson, J. R. 
H ardenbergh, General A. Redington, S. 
K neeland, Captain J. How ells, Captain E. 
E . Evre, General N. G. Curtis. F loor Com­ 
m ittee—A. K. G rim m , M ore. M iller, Ed. 
R obinson, H . T. Booream . H . A. T hom p­ 
son, H . A. Chase, L ieutenant C. J. Torbert. 
L ieutenant L. Pow ers, E. B. R yan. 
Car­ 
riage C om m ittee—L ieutenant j". R othen- 
bacher, J. P. Sharkey, Joseph M arshall, 
T hom as Roberts. Morg. M i'ler. 
R eferring to the event the Tkemit of yes­ 
terday says of m any of the gentlem en 
nam ed in the above com m ittee: W iliiam 
Shattuck was President of the Board of 
Supervisors under the Consolidation Act 
and ex-officio M ayor of the city. Joseph 
W . VVinaus was a law yer of prom inence, 
and contributed m uch to the better class ot 
literature. 
H arley was an accom plished 
law yer. 
B. F. H&etir.gs was the Lead of 
the banking house of B F. H astings & Co., 
th a t was located in w hat is now the Rhoads 
& Tow nsend house. 
Lewis Sanders, Jr., 
w as a law yer we.l know n. 
H E. R obin­ 
son was a m em ber of the first Legislature, 
rem oved to O akland, and died in the East. 
H e left a m agnificent fortune for charitable 
purposes in O akland. J. R. H ardenbergh 
was Postm aster and M ayor here, and after­ 
ward occupied im portant Federal positions 
at San Francisco. 
G eneral Redington was 
for m any years M anager and President of 
the California Steam N avigation Com pany, 
and was a Presidential Elector. 
H e was a 
native of M aine, and an ardent adm irer 
of ex-V ice-President 
H annibal H am lin. 
W hen Mr. H am lin spoke iu this city Gen­ 
eral Redington presided, and we w ell recol­ 
lect the old G eneral standing by the side of 
M r. H am lin during the entire tim e the lat­ 
ter spoke. 
Seth K neeland was prom inent 
here in the early days. 
A. K. Grim wss a 
w ell-know n anctioneer and business m an. 
M org. M iller was County and City Treas­ 
urer, and signed all of the bonds and cou­ 
pons of 1859, over which we have so m uch 
contention now. 
Booream was reporter of 
th e decisions of theS uprem eC ourt. T hom p 
son, w ith A. G. K insay, built the first wire 
suspension bridge at Folsom , over the 
A m erican river, and was the husband of 
Agnes d a rk e n , the sister of H on. R. M. 
C larkea, of th is city. 
H e died in Arizona. 
Torbet left here and located in San F ra n ­ 
cisco when the railroad offices were re­ 
m oved from this city, and continued in the 
em ploym ent of the com pany u n til his 
death. 
Pow ers was a m erchant of prom i­ 
nence. 
Those m en are dead. 
Of those 
living there w ill be recognized the nam es 
of several w ho are now of m ore than State 
note. 
A good story was told in the local 
press of how a couple of Sacram ento girla, 
living in the suburbs of the city, had m an­ 
aged to entertain their beaux despite their 
father's vigilance. 
T he old gentlem an was 
of the straight-laced sort, and had alw ays 
denied the girls the privilege of having gen­ 
tlem en callers. T he sisters put their heads 
together to devise a m eans of evading the 
old geutlem an’s vigilance, and it worked to 
perfection for a w hile. 
A fter the fam ily 
bad retired for the night, and the old m an s 
snores echoing throughout th e house told 
of his som nolent condition, they would 
hang sheets out of their window and their 
beaux would, aided by the girls’ efforts, 
clim b into the up-stairs parlor and spend 
the evening. One night the sheet was bung 
o u t rather early, and the head of the house 
going into the yard discovered it. 
H e 
caught hold of it to pull it down, w hen he 
a t once felt him self being draw n npw ard. 
D eterm ined to ascertain the cause, he held 
on, and pretty soon his head was on a level 
w ith the window above. 
Then he heard a 
scream frota one of his daughters, w hile 
the other cried o u t: “ Oh, Lord, it’s d a d !” 
T he sheet was released in an instant, and 
the old m an w ent dow n w ith a dull th u l. 
W hen he got him self together he went in 
and held a consultation w ith his wife, and 
the result was that the girls were allowed 
to invite their beaux to the fam ily fireside, 
and in a few m onths the old m an had a 
couple of sons-in-law. 
W ho were those 
girls? 
A sensational m urder occurred in 
front of the W hat Cheer H ouse, San F ra n ­ 
cisco, on the 2d of January, 1860. 
The 
parlies were both A uburn, Placer county, 
m en. 
Horace S m ith m et Sam uel T. New­ 
ell, ex-editor of the A uburn Signal, on the 
stieet, arid w ithout a word plunged a knife 
in to the iatter's neck. 
Newell escaped into 
A shim ’s clothing store and fell, and Sm ith 
followed and again plunged bi3 knife into 
his victim, w ipsd the blood from the blade 
an d w alked to the police station and gave 
him self up. T he story told at the tim e 
was that Newell had, through his paper, 
traduced som e m em ber of S m ith's fam ily 
in an outrageous m anner. 
Newell died a 
few m inutes after he fell. 
On the m orning of Jan u srv 2d, 
Dr. J. R. Boyce and Jo h n H . Cassidy were 
w alking on K stieet, near Sixih. w hen a 
m an nam ed W ililiam Tierney stole up be­ 
h ind them and shot a: Cassidy. 
T he ball 
struck Boyce in the back, near the shoulder, 
and passed through his body. 
H e was 
taken to his residence on M street, near 
S ixth, and surgeons sum m oned. 
Casaidy 
ran down K street, and Tierney followed 
and shot at him three tim es. One bullet 
only grszed Cassidy. ^Tierney was arrested 
at F ifth street by" officer Taylor. 
Cassidy 
and Tierney had lived over in W ashoe, 
w here they becam e enem ies, the form er 
accusing the latter of having broken up 
his fam ily. 
John C. Burch, then a member of 
Congress from this State, made him self the 
langhing stock of the country by publish­ 
ing a long letter in a New York paper ad­ 
vocating the formation of a Pacific ’ repub­ 
lic. 
“Let us,” he said, “raise aloft the 
flag of the bear, surrounded with the 
hvdra-pointed cactus of the western wilds, 
and call upon the enlightened nations of 
the earth to acknowledge oar independence 


once noble Union—the vigorous Cresarian 
Republic of the Pacific!” 
The waif didn't 
materialize. 
There'was a dance in the building 
at Eleventh and L streets, known as tde 
Octagon Church, on New Year’s night, 
which resalted in a serious stabbing affray. 
A oifficnlty occurred at the bar between 
Thomas Coleman and a young man named 
Sayles, which 
soon 
involved 
friends. 
Charles Brockway drew a 
knife 
and 
stabbed Coleman in the groin, and then 
made a dash for the ball-room. 
H e met 
Patrick Murphy in the doorway, knifed 
him in the shoulder and then ran th'ough 
the ball-room and hid in Sayle’s house at 
Sixteenth and P streets, where he was 
arrested. 
_ 
Edwin Booth had ju st made bis 
first appearance iu Richelieu, in New Y ork, 
and the Tribune spoke in the highest term s 
of his im personation of the great charac­ 
ter. 
In the course o f the fourth act, and 
in the great scene of the fifth act, on the 
delivery of the line, “ H ere, at m y feet,” 
etc., the audience became frantic w ith en ­ 
thusiasm . 
T hey rose and cheered, ladies 
waved th eir handkerchiefs, and the whole 
house was wild w ith dem onstrative en th u ­ 
siasm .

CALIFORNIA CLIMATE. 


Som e A nnoyance F rom L and Fogs, h u t 
on th e W hole a V e r y A greeable 
W in ter M onth. 


Lieutenant John Finley, Chief SigDal 
Service Officer for the Pacific Coast, gives 
the following review of the weather con­ 
ditions for Decem ber: 
The m onth of December has been dis­ 
tinguished by the 
following im portant 
features: 1 . T beextrem ely southern m ove­ 
m ent of the heavy storm of 2d to 5:h. 
2. 
H eavy and continuous fogs in N orthern 
California, 7th to 30th. 
3. T he barom etric 
trough from the W ashington coast south­ 
eastward to Central Nevada attending the 
storm of 29th and 30th. 
4. H eavy storm s 
at sea off the W ashington coast on 3d, 4tb, 
14th, 17th. 18 h and 25th. 5. The h e a w 
storm of the 25-h in N orthern Oregon and 
W ashington, causing m uch destruction of 
property in various cities, especially Se­ 
attle. 
6 W arm w eather in Southw estern 
California, O h to 30th. 
7 General defi­ 
ciency in rainfall. 
8 Frosts in Southern 
California and Southern Ariz na. 
9 The 
large num ber of c> clonic areas passing 
easiw ard north of W ashington. 
10. T he 
h ;gh barom eter in Nevada, 3;h to 28th. 
In connection w ith the developm ent of 
fogs during th e m o n th .it is im portant to 
note that they prevailed during the period 
of high barom eter in N orthern Nevada 
T his high pressure began imm ediatelv 
upon the disappearance of 
the heavy 
storm in the first week of the m onth, and 
was dissipated by th e form ation of the 
barom eter trnngh on the 29 h and 30.h, 
w hich latier date m arks the term ination of 
the heavy fog period. 
U nder tne influence of this high pressure 
area in N orthern Nevada, cold northerly 
w inds and fogs prevailed iu N orthern Cali­ 
fornia and w arm northerly winds in South­ 
ern California, which condition illustrates 
the extrem e heating effrc; of the d .sert 
regions of Southeastern California upon 
the air which passes over them . 


THE RAIL'FALL. 
T here has been a general deficiency of 
rainfall except a slight excess iu the San 
Joaquin valley and in ^southern Arizona. 
Of the eleven cyclonic areas w hich ap­ 
peared off V ancouver's Island during the 
m outh, all passed eastw ard n o ith of W ash­ 
ington except two, one of w hich reached 
southw ard into the c-xtreme northern por­ 
tion of California, and the other passed 
eastw ard 
across 
northern W ashington. 
I b is high latitude ot the eastern m ove­ 
m ent of the s'orru 8.-ea9 explains the defi­ 
ciency in rainfall. 
T he deficiency ranges 
from 0 18 Inches at K eeler to 4 01 at P o rt­ 
land, and is m ost m arked in Oregon. 
T he deficiency in California varies from 
0 43 inches at Los Angeles to 1 95 inches at 
San Francisco. 
T he raitilali at San F ra n ­ 
cisco during a period ol forty-tw o years 
has bee., less than the present am ount 
(3 25 inches) during f .urteen previous De­ 
cembers. 
T he sm allest am ount in a period 
of forty-tw o years was a trace in 1876 
T he next sm allest am ount was 0 33 in 
1874, &nd 0.58 in 1865 and 1S78. T he excess 
in southern Arizona is0.12 inches a tV u m a 
and 0.30 at F ort G rant.

Who Would Retara. 


WAR-PAINT IN GREAT DEMAND.

Y\ a s h in g t o n , January 3d.—General Scho­ 
field this morning received the following 
telegram from General Miles, dated Pine 
Ridge, January 2d : “ There is a report 
from the Indian camp that Red Cloud and 
Little Wound are determined to come in 
with their following. 
Their lives have 
been threatened by the hostiles, who de­ 
termined to go to war. There is also a re­ 
port from the same source of an engage­ 
ment between the Indians and the cavalry, 
in which quite a number of soldiers were 
killed and some Indians. If this is correct 
it is probably on the line of White river. 
General Brooke now has command of 
that line, and will give the necessary direc­ 
tions.” 
General Schofield said to a reporter af’er 
the telegram was given out that nothing 
additional had been received up to the 
present time: “I still have hope that we 
shall yet be able to get the Indians into 
camp without a fight. The forces now in 
the field under the command of General 
Miles contain about 8,300 officers and 
men.’’ 
The Commissioner of Indian Affairs to­ 
day received from Indian Agent Royer the 
following 
telegram, dated 
Pine Ridge 
Agency, S. D., January 2: ‘‘A 
number 
of school buildings and the Episcopal 
Church, located at Clay Creek, a short 
distance from the agency, were burned by 
hostile Indians. Isaac Miller, 
a white 
man and a former employe of the beef 
herd, was killed by hostile Indians yester­ 
day. ten miles north of the agency. About 
3,000 men, women* and 
children are 
camped near the mouth of Grass Creek, 
fifteen miles north of the agency. They 
are committing all kinds of depredations 
and are living off of our agency beef herd. 
Little Wound. Big Road, Red Cloud and 
their people are among them, and it is re­ 
ported that they want to come into the 
agency, butl'wo Strike, Short Bull,Kicking 
Bear and their people object and say they 
will kill the first one who starts to the 
agency. Report has it that Red Cloud is 
desirous of coming to his home.” 


MORE D EFINITE RUMORS. 


L in c o l n 
(Neb.), 
January 3d. — The 
Journals special from Pine Ridge, dated 
the 2d, gives more definite rumors relative 
to the reported engagement between Gen­ 
eral Carr s command and the Indians in 
the Bad Lands. These would indicate the 
troops were driven back and a number 
killed, but the news cannot be considered 
authentic. 
The scouts who have returned from the 
other hostile camps, however, bring any­ 
thing but reassuring reports. The Indians 
will not listen to peace propositions. 
Small detachments of troops have been 
sent to the scene of Monday’s battle, on 
WouDded Knee, where many bodies of the 
Indians slain still remain. These will be 
either buried on the ground or brought to 
the agency. 


m i l e s ’ f i g h t i n g f o r c e . 


W a s h in g t o n , January 3d.—The forces 
now in the field under command of Gen­ 
eral Miles are composed of the following 
regiments: First, Sixth, Seventh (eight 
companies) and Ninth Cavalry; one com­ 
pany of the First Artillery (Company E), 
one company of the Fourth Aitillery 
(Company F). and the First, Second, Third, 
Seventh, 
Eighth, 
Twelfth, 
Sixteenth, 
Seventeenth, 
Twentieth, 
Twenty-first,. 
Twenty-second and Twenty-fifth Infantry, 
making in all 151 companies. 
This should mean an actual fighting 
force of at least 10,000 officers and men, 
but it is probable that the ranks are far 
from full, and that the force does not ex­ 
ceed 8,000 men at the most.

St. P a u l , January 3d.—A Pioneer-Press 
special from Pierre^ S. D., says: It is re­ 
liably reported that hostile Indians have 
aent out runners to all the Indian camps 
notifying them of the battle and calling 
upon them for aid. One of the runners 
has made his appearance among the In­ 
dians up at Red river, and has been using 
every means to incite them into joiniDg in 
the contlict. 
The army officials have been notified. 
An Indian trader at Foit Pierre says he 
has sold more red paint to Indians within 
the last few days than for years.

Compauy B, Twenty-second Infantry, has 
been ordered to Fort Yates from Cannon 
Ball. It is reported that the friendly bucks 
at Standing Rock have gone out to join the 
hostiles. 
They told Agent McLaughlin 
that they would sooner be killed in war 
than slaughtered in peace. 


RED CLOUD WOULD DESERT. 


O m a h a , January 3d.—An Omaha See 
Pine Ridge special to-night says: Twenty- 
one of the wounded soldiers will be taken 
to Fort Riley, Kan., to-morrow night by a 
special train. There has been no new de­ 
velopments to-day regarding the hostiles, 
except that Old Red Cloud tried to slip 
away from them and return to the agency. 
When the fact was discovered by the hos­ 
tiles they shot all his ponies, placed a 
guard over the old chief and moved several 
miles further from here. This last move 
places their main camp but a few miles 
from the Bad Lands. But the warriors, 
according to the reports of the scouts, keep 
circling within ten or a dozen miles of 
here all the time. 
It is considered among the possibilities 
that the party that went out to-day to bury 
the dead Indians at Wounded Knee will 
encounter trouble with hostile scouts be­ 
fore they get their big job completed. 


TH E NEWS CONFIRMED. 


L in c o l n , (Neb.) January 3d.—To-night's 
specials to the Journal from Pine Ridge 
confirm the report of the engagement be­ 
tween General Carr's command and the 
Indians on White river. It is believed 
no one was killed, though several Indians 
were wounded. _ 
An Indian courier brings a message from 
the hostile camp, the substance of which is 
a demand that all soldiers be withdrawn 
from the locality, and further, that they 
will treat with no one for peace but the 
Vice-President of the United States or the 
Commissioner of Indian Affairs. 
This 
message came direct from the hitherto sup­ 
posed friendly chief Red Cloud. 
Roving bands continue to scour the 
country in the vicinity of Pine Ridge. 
Manv persons coming in tell of narrow 
escapes. The Indian training school at 
Pine Ridge was burned last night, with no 
loss of life resulting.

C h ic a g o , January 3d.—Judge Richard 
Prendergast, in his inaugural address as 
President of the Chicago Ship Canal Trus­ 
tees to-day, made some notable utterances. 
After outlining the present status of tbe 
enterprise and 
suggesting an immense 
water-power, that would be created at the 
western edge of the city, on the Des Plaines 
river, making possible the construction 
there of perhaps the greatest milis on the 
continent, Judge Prendergast said: “ The 
general subject of such a waterway aa it is 
me policy oi the State of Illinois to co-op- 
eiate in constructing, includes a bianch 
which in peaceful and profitable days of 
commercial, industrial and agricultural ac­ 
tivities, is not borne in mind by the masses 
cf people, and yet which is important to 
all of them.” The Judge referred to the 
restriction of our naval force on the great 
laxes by the treaty with Great Britain, 
made when the territories tributary to 
them were a mighty wilderness. 
“Now,’’ said he, “the lakes are bordered 
with regions of dense population and great 
cities are all along their shores. 
The 
British Canadian authorities at an expendi­ 
ture of more than $200,000,000 have con­ 
____ strqeted a series of waterways between the 
w nm of the lakes and the Atlantic seaboard of such di- 
rn en»ons that over one hundred and 
twenty five war vessels on the British 
naval list can pass into the great lakes, and, 
in addition, it has been policy of that 
Government to foster the construction of 
steel vessels for commercial purposes to 
navigate Canadian waters, susceptible of 
nse as armed crmsers in case of hostilities.” 
The Judge mentioned the system of ar­ 
mament on Vancouver Island, command­ 
ing Paget Sound, etc., and says that in 
addition to all this, as well ■» British mili­ 
tary acd naval stations that circle our 
country in other waters, we have upon the 
northern frontieis a rich, strong and vigor­ 
ous coulttry, and people bound by many 
ties to Eágland, presenting all along our 
borders t magnificent system of offensive 
and defensive utilities, and np to this hour 
the Government oi the United States has 
done su'uttantiaily nothing to meet or

N ew Y o r k , January 3d.—The Evening 
Sun says the losses by "last ni rht’s fire are 
grossly exaggerated, and that the most lib 
eral estimate will place it at about $200.000. 
Hermann places his losses at $25.000: 
the Sturtevant House, $25,000. In addi­ 
tion to these are a number of smaller 
losses. 
It was not until 6 o'clock that the fire 
was under control. 
While no definite information can be 
had as to the amount of insurance on the 
burned buildings, it is said on authority of 
the insurance companies that they will not 
suffer heavily.

$25,000. 
A rumor was started that some lives 
were lost, but careful investigation has 
failed to confirm it. 


BREAD MADE FROM WHOLE WHEAT. 


I t is S w eet a n d N u tritio u s fo r C h ild re n 
and B ra in -w o rk e rs . 
Bread made from whole wheat ha3 be­ 
come so popular that it is now to be had 
from the baker in many cities and towns. 
It is not made from graham, as many seem 
to suppose, nor is it made from gluten flour 
nor wheat meal, but from a fine flour con­ 
taining the whole kernel ot wheat with the 
exception of the coarse, woody fiber that 
covers it. The light-brown loaf made from 
it is delicious, sweet and nutty, as well as 
very nutritious for children, brain-workers 
and invalids, and all other sorts and condi­ 
tions of men. The best brand of the flour 
is to be had directly from the mills, tbat 
manufacture it in barrels, half barrels and 
smaller measure, and is also kept by gro­ 
cers. 
An excellent whole wheat bread is made 
in the following way: Scald and cool one 
pint of milk, measure one pint of water 
that is blood-warm, dissolve a half cake of 
compressed yeast in a little of it, then put 
the veast, the remainder of the water and 
the milk and a half-cup of granulated 
sugar into the mixing bowl. Have ready- 
sifted three and a third quarts of Hour 
slightly warm, and stir two-thirds of it 
into the above mixture until you have a 
stiff sponge. Beat thoroughly and set the 
sponge in a warm place to raise. The 
length of time, if the temperature is about 
70 degrees, will probably be seven hours, 
possibly a little longer or Bhorter time. 
When fight, add one-half teaspoonful ot 
salt, the rest of the flour and give a thor­ 
ough kneading. Divide it in three loaves, 
raise the second time, and bake in a hot 
oven. The same method is to be used in 
making this bread as in that made from 
new process or other white flour, except 
that less of the entire wheat is used for the 
same qusntity of water,; as this flour ab­ 
sorbs more moistnre in baking. If a loaf 
that is light and spongy is desired, the 
dough must be soft and no: be stiff. 
Those do not care to use milk in mixing 
the bread can make an equally good loaf 
after the second recipe. Measure and silt 
two heaping qnarts of the flour, and out of 
it take one cupful for kneading the bread. 
Dissolve half a cake of compressed yeast 
in a very little warm water, then put the 
remainder of a pint and a half of water, 
the yeast and a tabiespoonful of soft butler 
into the mixing bowl, tstir in the flour 
and beat until your dough is light and 
evenly mixed, then knead on a hoard for 
twenty or twenty-five minutes, usiDg the 
flour set aside. After a thorough kneading 
put the dough in the bowl again, and set it 
where it will rise at a warm ar.d even tem­ 
perature. When light make the dough in 
three lloaves, or two loaves and a pair of 
rolls, put in buttered tins, and let them 
rise until twice their natural size. The 
bread will need baking for about one hoar. 
Gems without baking powder or short, 
ening are made from the whole wbeat- 
Beat one egg, one and one-quarter pints of 
milk and a teaspoonful of salt. Stir in a 
quart of the sifted flour. Beat till you have 
a batter that is very light and smooth and 
bake in hot gem pans. To make geni3 of 
the wheat and use shortening and baking 
powder, sift one quart of the flour and mix 
with it a tablespoonful of sugar, a teaspoon­ 
ful of salt and three teaspoonfnis of baking 
powder. Beat an egg until fight. Add to 
it a tablespoonful of melted butter or other 
shortening and one pint of sweet milk. 
When well mixed pour over the dry mix­ 
ture and give a thorough rapid beating. 
Butter ana heat the gem pans and when 
hot pour in the batter and bake tweniy 
minutes.—Evening Post. 


VERY FOND OF APPLES.

“I am extremely fond of apples,” said a 
man who was talking with a New York 
Tribune reporter, “and I tell you that f y 
outlook is" extremely gloomy." I mean, of 
course, on account of the reports of the 
failure of the apple crop. It seems to me 
a dead certainty, too. Talk about the fail­ 
ure of the peach crop in Delaware and 
Maryland; why, it's nothing at all to the 
gloom that fills ail my being at the pros­ 
pect of no apples. I have not traveled all 
over the country, to be sure, this summer, 
but as far as I have gone, I tell you, apples 
are few and a long distance apart. It is a 
curious thing, too, that there was the 
promise of an abundant yield last spring. 
Rarely have the apple trees been more 
richly filled with blossoms. 
They were 
like immense bouquets, and a prettier sight 
than an orchard filled with such bouquets 
it would be hard to imagine. They fairly 
made my mouth wattr in anticipation of 
the luscious fruit that seemed certain to 
follow, but the ‘melancholy days have 
come, the saddest of the year’—the days 
which bring the tidings from near and far 
that there are to be no apples, or, at least, 
not many. 
“Apples, as I said, are a necessary of life 
to tiie. During the time when apples are 
easily procurable—e«y froiu Sepupber to 
April or May—it is my regular practice to 
eat from fifteen to twenty appleB a day. I 
not only like them, but I think they are a 
most excellent article of food. I am con­ 
’ inced that buying apples keeps me from 
baying drugs and paying doctors’ bills. I 
eat apples at every meal—never between 
meals, when, of course, it is improper to 
eat anything. They form the first part of 
my breakfast and the first part of my other 
meals, and I find there is nothing better to 
go to bed on than three or fonr apples. 
Consequently when I face an appleless 
future—or one comparati--ly without this 
fruit of fruits—you ean\ wonder if it seems 
to me that life is less worth living than it 
wonld otherwise be. 
“I once told my family physician what 
my habit in regard to consuming apples 
was. He opened his eyes a little wider 
than nsuai and with a queer smile re­ 
marked: 
“ ‘Why, you must be a regular cider mill.’ 
“That was all he had to say. Whether 
he gave unqualified approval to my habit 
was left in doabt, but he said nothing to 
show that he disapproved it. Perhaps it 
pained him to think that if I ate fewer ap­ 
ples the annual bills sent to my address 
from his office might be larger; and per­ 
haps he indulged m a melancholy reflec­ 
tion on his own prospects in life in case all 
his other patients followed my example.” 


Equal to the Occasion.—A woman who 
was passing up Gratiot avenue the other 
day. lost a fur collar off her neck without 
seeming to notice the fact, and a boy came 
after her and shouted : “Hey, lady, you 
have dropped your muskrat collar!” He 
held it out to hier, and three or four pedes­ 
trians came to a halt. She was equal to 
the occasion. Drawing herself np, and 
assuming all the dignity of a Queen, she 
waved the boy aside and said: “Thank 
yon, little boy; but some poor woman 
probably dropped it.

P a r i s , January 3d.—Cardinal Lavigerie’s 
declaration in favor of the French republic 
has received the support of the Archbish­ 
ops of Tours, Cambrai and Rouen, and sev­ 
eral Bishops and other clerical dignitaries. 
In a recent interview with the Pope, 
Monsignor 
Fuzette, Bishop of Rouen, 
nrged ihat, in tbe interests of the Church, 
the French Catholic clergy ought to sever 
all connection with the monarchical party. 
The monarchists, he said, were now pow­ 
erless to conceive or found anything, while 
they were so far forgetting the dictations of 
conscience as to resort to weapons of cor­ 
ruption aud conspiracy. 
His Holiness remarked that the Repub­ 
lican clergy ought to be satisfied with the 
sentiments of Cardinal Lavigerie’s letter. 
Fuzette replied that Cardinal Lavigerie 
had struck a most fortunate blow in behalf 
of the Church, which could not identify 
the cause of religion with opposition to es­ 
tablished government. 
Fuzette's letter reporting this interview 
is countersigned by many Bishops, and is 
tantamount to the definitive submission of 
a large section of the clergy to the Repub­ 
lican Government.

G E R M A N U SU R PA T IO N . 


A m e ric a n I n te re s ts a t th e G ilb e rt Is la n d s 
U n p ro te c te d . 
S a n F r a n c isc o, January 3d —In an inter­ 
view with a recent arrival from the Gilbert 
Islands, to-day, many facts were learned 
in connection with the invasion of that 
f 
roup by the German Government aided 
y the Joluit Trading Agency and other 
concerns supposed to he engaged in private 
and legitimate enterprises. 
Tbe informant says 
that before the 
nominal protectorate had been declared by 
Germany, an association 
of 
American 
traders had been for years engaged in com­ 
merce with the group. 
They enjoyed the 
good will of the natives, and never at­ 
tempted to exercise any authority over 
them in the way of taxing them or un­ 
justly subsidizing their labor for purposes 
of profit. 
One of the islands was ex­ 
tensively improved 
and a harbor was 
made. 
Understanding that the Germans in* 
tended to proclaim 
a protectorate tbe 
Americans petitioned their own Govern­ 
ment, through Secretary Blaine, to take 
possession of the group, or at least to lend 
some protection to the American interests, 
which were seriously threatened. 
The correspondence on this matter has 
never been made public. 
. 
The petition was lost sight of, and Ger­ 
many established a nominal protectorate. 
The first result was that the Germans estab­ 
lished two new ports of entry and thus de­ 
stroyed the value of the American im­ 
provements. 
Now they have recently 
made provision to strengthen their posi­ 
tion by getting the kings on the various 
islands to surrender their power and peti­ 
tion Germany to appoint officers for each 
of the islands. 
“Once the protectorate is established by 
Germany, a system of taxation will be in­ 
troduced b7 which the islhnders wiil be 
placed in a position of abject submission to 
their masters,” said the gentleman. “Their 
products will he gathered up for tolls and 
the German man-of-war, already at the 
islands, will check any attempts at revolt.” 
It appears from farther statements made, 
that the Germans are inimical to the 
American settlers and traders, and are do­ 
ing their best to discourage them. The 
Gilbert Islanders are veiy friendly to the 
Americans, and some of the chiefs, who 
are wise enough to see the drift of German 
colonization, have expressed their willing­ 
ness to come under the protection of the 
United States Government. It is predicted 
that unless the scheme is dissipated, Ger­ 
many will annex the islands daring the 
year.

S a n F r a n c isc o, January 3d.—Late ad­ 
vices from the Caroline Islands state than 
an era of insurrection and bloodshed has 
set in between the natives and the Spanish 
troops quartered in this group. The fact 
that 
Admiral Belknap dispatched 
the 
cruiser Alliance to Parapi. to protect the 
American missionaries, whose fives and 
property were threatened equally by the 
Spaniards and natives, was made known 
several days ago by intelligence received 
from the Asiatic station. 
It is is not merely American residents 
who are threatened. 
Every white person on the islands, and 
the Spaniards in particular, are fearful of 
having their property stolen and being 
murdered. 
& 
A traveler named Ander3on, who has 
been engaged in inter-island commerce for 
several years, returned to Jolint, in the 
Marsnall group, lately, bringing startling 
intelligence of the extent ot tbe trouble 
and its causes. He says that the natives 
are a superior species of their race, and 
have^ always had the most tractable dis­ 
positions. They did not object to the com­ 
ing of the Spaniards until 
tbe latter 
managed to induce Spain to proclaim a 
protectorate over the group. 
Quite recently the Spanish officials in­ 
creased native taxation, which has alwavs 
been a repugnant feature of their adminis­ 
tration. The natives were oppressed by 
this new levy and theii refusing to pay it 
was the leading cause of the existing 
trouble. 
Moreover, the troops on the islands are in 
many instances a drunken, riotous mob 
They have no regard for the natives, and 
have latterly been guilty of manv ou’rages. 
Mr. Anderson, who is a u tb irtz for the 
above statements, says that his tradirg 
store at Pauapi was pillaged bz tbe native», 
who, in their frenzf, imagined ever? white 


against their liberty. Anderson aarrrowlv 
escaped with his fife. 
’ 
Most of 
the missionaries 
scattered 
throughout the Caroline group are either 
full-blooaed natives or half-breeds who 
have been educated by the white ministers 
They have explained to their people the 
encroachment of the whites and made the 
rounds of the twenty odd islands to that 
end. 
The natives have armed themselves, and 
outside the settlement of Penope had sev­ 
eral sharp engagements with the Spaniards 
They were cut down like grass bv the Gat­ 
ling guns, and have now retreated iDto the 
bush country. The Spanish soldiers fol­ 
lowed them and were in turn decimated by 
the hidden enemy. 
The war cry against the whites has been 
sounded through all the islands. The na­ 
tives have all armed themselves and left 
their farms m charge of their women. 
The Spaniards, it is said, secretly encour­ 
age the outrages committed on American 
property, while ostensibly indigant at them. 
They will not retreat from their position, 
and refuss to ameliorate the wretched con­ 
dition of the people.

“These things are really very easy,' said 
a juggler in an up-town museum to a New 
York Times reporter. 
“Practice alone 
makes them perfect. I always juggle with, 
common things of every-d¿y usé, because 
then the people go home and try to do it 
themselves. Ia this way they realize how 
very difficult an apparently easy trick 
really is. When you make" your first at­ 
tempt use small brass balls, and s'art them 
witli your left hand. This is because the 
left hand is naturally the clumsier of the 
two, and it takes longer practice to make it 
perfect. When you learn to keep iwo or 
three balls in the air at once try knives. 
Now, this is tbe way I keep the Enives go­ 
ing. If I have, say, ten, I throw one with 
just sufficient force to give i: a half turn; 
ihe next one turns completely over, the 
third takes a turn and a hall" the fourth 
two turns, the fifth two ar.d a naif and so 
on. It’s very ea»y when ycu know how. 
“The most remarkable conjuring trick I 
ever saw was done in Calcutta by an Ara­ 
bian. Spreading t white cloth on" the floor 
ha sat down with bis back to the wall, and, 
turning to a member of the parly, he 
asked for the loan of a rupee, which be re­ 
quested should bs given to one of the 
ladies presem. This done, the conjurer 
told the lady to hand it back to the gentle­ 
man from whom she hud taken it. The 
gentleman took it aud then the conjurer 
said to him : ‘Are you sure that is a ru­ 
pee ?’

The English language is the national 
tongue of about 110,000,900 people, includ­ 
ing the inhabitants oi the United States. 
About $0 000,000 persons speak the Russian,

French, 40 000,000 the Spanish. 30.000,000 
the Dalian and 12,000 OoO the Portuguese. 
In English the growth in this regard in the 
past fifty or seventy-five years has been far 
grea’er than in any other European lan­ 
guage.
